“It beats me,” remarked Trustee

Trustee Cushing said that if the 
winter s not severe he believed that 
the operators would find some difficulty 
in keeping up coal prices. 

“It seems to me,” said the chairman, 
“that the prices are very high for 
school contracts, and they make me 
feel that there is a need of a fuel con- 
troller, Public ownership may not be 
a great success, but in the face of this 
one might well suggest that the city 
and the school board should secure a 
coul mine for their own needs.” 

Trustee Bishop: A client of mine 
has one for sale. 

It will be remembered that the teo- 
ders for coal were considered some 
time ago by the board, but the original 
get Was thrown out, on the ground that 
the prices were high, and also that 
there might be some amplification of 
the clauses jn the contracts. 

A fresh set of tenders was opened 
by the board on Thursday night, but 
little improvement was noticeable in 
the prices and in some cages they 
showed an increase. 

“They are certainly asking ue to pay 
retail prices,” said Trustee Douglas. 

The board asked that all contracts 


should, in the case of there being a 
genera] reduction in the price of coal, 
provide that a reduction should be 


made to the board. In answer to this 
the contractors said they would agree, 
if, in the case of an increase the board 
would make a suitable allowance to 
them. It was decided by the board

Rev. H. H. Bingham, of London, 
Ont., Speaks Eloquently at 
First Baptist Church

Calgary Herald: ‘‘Certainly no

is a pity the Herald did not do its 
thinking before the Dominion 
police were sent around to threat- 
en the farmers with prosecution 
unless they cleaned out the bins 
forthwith.

The Hindoo Question 


The question of Hindou immi- 
gration into Canada we are told, 
has been settled by conference in 
London of representatives of the 
various dominions and the old 
land; said representatives, it may 
be mentioned, having no mandate, 
direct or indirect, from the people 
of Canada to settle anything of the 
kind. The details of this supposed 
settlement have not been made 
known. The _ basis, however, is 
said to be that Hindoos already in 
Canada are to be allowed to im- 


/port one wife each, with her chil- 


dren under 21 years of age; the 
Hindoo authorities undertaking 
not to ask for the admission of 
more Hindoo laborers into Canada, 
One or two features of the settle- 
ment are entitled to explanation. 
If the Hindoo in Canada is allow- 
ed to bring in one of his wives, 
what is to become of the others? 
It may be taken that each Hindoo 
in Canada has, on an average, from 
three to five wives and families. 
Who is to support them in India? 
Certainly the husband won't. Is 
Canada to make an annual pay- 
ment to the Indian authorities, 
sufficient to provide sustenance 
for these women and children? Or 
are the Indian authorities to pro- 
vide for them? Unless one or the 
other is done, we may look for an 
agitation on the part of the Hin- 
doos in Canada, asking for the ad- 
mission of wives numbered two, 
three, four, ete., on the ground 
that they are in destitute circum- 
stances, from which it is the duty 
of the Canadian Government

Tha Companies ‘‘Should Worry.” 


Hon. Mr. Ballantyne, our Minis- 
jter of Marine and _ Fisheries, is 
| quoted as saying in London that 
the merchant ships now being built 


for the Canadian Government will 


not be sold to private interests 
after the war, but will be operated 
as a Government steamship line. 
Which leads the Montreal Herald

| 90,000 to 120,000 voluntary enlist- 
ed men would have been more than 
ample for that purpose.

It may be all very well to say that 
price-fixing of the commodities of life 
is au impossible task, but when one is 
confronted every three or four months 
with a statement from the director of 
coal operations of this district that the 
wages of all coal miners must be rais- 
ed 20 or 25 cents per day the need of 
price fixing in order to arrive at a 
basis for wages is at once apparent. 

The increases granted to the min- 
ers under the plan of increasing the 
daily wage according to the increase 
in the price of commodities, has am- 
ounted to 79 cents a day since the 
last agreement was signed, This is 
over $20 per month. Other trades 
have a right to expect a similar in- 
crease, And the end is not yet. For 
the price of coal goes up, and the rail- 
ways then start talking about the in- 
creased fuel cost. Then comes an in 


| crease in the freight rates, and imme- 


diately an increase in the price of 
foodetuffsa follows. And automatically 
that raises the cost of living of the 
miners and they get another wage in- 
crease, 

We do not blame the miners for 
getting an increase in wages to meet 
the jumping cost of living. But it can 
be seen that as long as the present 
plan, or lack of it, obtains, increases 
are bound to come. Where is it going 
to end? And what ts going to happen 
to the structure after the war? 

Probably price fixing in the case of 
life’s necessities would create a situ- 
ation that would be hard to handle. 
But we do not see that it could be 
much worse than the haphazard plan 
under which we are now operating. 
And we would have the knowledge 
that legitimate profits could be meas- 
ured Inder the present plan petty 
profiteering in rampant
